Those Americans who expect to 
travel abroad were advised hy the de- 
partment to provide themselves with 
letters and documents of identifica- 
tion in addition to their passports and 
to be careful to inquire of the prop- 
er diplomatic officers in foreign lands 
about getting their passports vised. 

Finally, the department once more 
cautioned all citizens not to violate 
neutrality, either by conduct or utter- 
ance.

Chicago is one of the central dis- 
tributing points. The Immigration 
Bureau has charge of the plan. 

From Chicago Heights comes word 
that th of the largest concerns 
there have opened, or will open so 
after temporary shut-downs. The 
Central Locomotive and Car Works, 
which has been closed some — has 
opened with a force of 900.men, and 
by the end of the month, it is an- 
nounced, several hundred more will be 
employed. Many large orders have 
been received by this concern, 80 
many, in fact, that work for the full 
force is assured for the winter 
months. 

The Morden Frog and Crossing 
Works has reopened and put 200 men 
to work. Its flood of orders from 
railroads are taken as an indication 
that the railroads of the country are 
being carried along on the high tide 
of returning confidence. In two or 
three weeks, it is said, the employ- 
ment of several hundred more men 
will be necessary. 

The Tilinois Steel Mills, which have 
been closed for several weeks, will re- 
open Monday with several big ad- 
vance orders and prospects for a ca- 
pacity business by the end of the year. 
This plant employs 2000 men when 
running full time. ;

The grand jury filed a report yes- 


terday recommending that Supt. Whit- 


man of the County Hospital be dis- 


charged and that Supt. Manning of 


the County Farm also be asked to 
step down and out. The report 
grilled the Board of Supervisors and 
stated that if the board cannot ob- 
serve the grand jury’s recommenda- 
tions, its members had better resign. 
The report was filed in Judge Mc- 
Cormick’s office at noon. 3 

The report relates strictly to the 
charities of the county, and is sup- 


down October 28, in which the jury 
recommended numerous changes in 
the various charities departments. 
The jury says that its recommenda- 
tions have not been carried out and 
that no effort has been made by the 
Supervisors to observe its recom- 
mendations. The jury also recom- 
mends the removal of H. M. Crane, 
the inspector of charities. 

The report refers to many alleged 
abuses in the charities departments 


of the county. In this connection the 


report kays: 

“On account of the abuses existing 
in these departments and the ineffi- 
ciency of the management of the 
sare, and the total disregard on the 
part of the Board of Supervisors of 
the r ndations of this grand 


jury on those subjects, we recommend 


that the Board of Supervisors either 
carry out the recommendations of 
this grand jury or resign from office 
and permit the appointment of men 
to the Board of Supervisors who will 
inaugurate a proper and efficient sys- 
tem of management of the public 
county charities.”’ 

“Tt is apparent.” says the report, 
“that as long as Dr. C. H. Whitman 
remains in charge of the County Hos- 
pital it will be impossible to induce 
the Board of Supervisors to compel 
him to devote his whole time to the 
service of the county for a definite 
known salary, eliminating his present 
perquisites, and we believe that if he 
should leave the county service that 
the cause of the failure of the Board

we recommend that the services of 
Dr. Whitman be discontinued.

MERICA PRAYS FOR PEACE. 
For a/thousand years after Attila “the 


man empire from the map of the earth, man 
reverted to the barbarism of the cave dwell- 
er, and war, pestilence and famine devas- 
tated the nations, even from the pillars of 
Hercules to the Indus, from the North Sea 
to the Mediterranean, and beyond. 

This period is well described in history 
as the Dark Ages. No poet uplifted man- 
kind with his songs during these centuries. 
No orator entranced multitudes with his 
voice. Ne artist illumined canvas with his 
creations. No sculptor breathed life into 
marble. The spiritual and intellectual life 
of men seemed dead, and the devil reigned 
supreme in the hearts and consciences of 
the human race. 

For centuries the people of Continental 
Europe devoted their energies in the direc- 
tion of dgvastating each other’s fields, burn- 
ing each other’s towns, robbing each other 
and hacking each other to pieces. Rell- 
gion—both Catholic and Protestant—gradu- 
ally ameliorated these conditions and in the 
fourteenth century the Dark Ages came to 
an end. 

And now, coincident with the great Amer- 
lean achievement of rifting a passage for 
deep-sea ships between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans, Europe suddenly and un- 
expectedly harks back to the civilization, or 
rather the non-ivilization, of the Dark 
Ages.

Judges White and Chesebro declare 
the law is plain as to the term of 
a justice of the peace and as they 
were appointed to fill unexpired terms 
there is no reason for them stepping 
out. 

The tneumbents also cite a similar 
ease, which was carried to the Su- 
preme Court from San Jose. The rul- 
ing referred to the sections of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, which are 
quoted above and said they must be 
considered as final. |
